There is an abundance of wor- 
thy stories and potential head- 
lines, without the unnecessary 
hurting of the innocent. It 
would be a reporter’s greatest 
nightmare to have his own pri- 
vate life exposed. People see 
things differently when they 
themselves are the victims. If 
they believe, “Do unto others as 
you would want them to do to 
you.” They will have found a 
true balance. 

Another injustice was done to 
actor Alec Baldwin. Being a 
celebrity his reprimand of his 
eleven-year-old daughter 
became world news. Some one 
had taped his private conversa- 
tion with his daughter Ireland: 
“You've made me feel like s-t” 
and threatened to “straighten 
your ass out.” He also stated 
“You have insulted me for the 
last time.” He went on to say 
she was a little pig. Strong 
words that might be used by 
many parents when angry. 
How many of us have sworn 
and threatened our children, 


then felt sorry later? If there 
are any signs of abuse, it 
should be investigated by the 
proper authorities; not the 
media. 

Reporters are very helpful in 
reporting natural disasters, 
finding lost children, and 
apprehending rapists and mur- 
derers. They inform us of local 
and world news that affects our 
lives. Many of them put their 
lives on the line to bring us war 
news. They have more than 
enough news to offer without 
reporting personal degrading 
events that don’t affect the pub- 
lic welfare. 

Reporter’s motto should be 
integrity above all. — Instead 
for many it's “get the news 
above all”. Breaking a story 
seems to be an obsession that 
often shuts out the heart as 
well as the mind. 
Consequences and the possible 
harm a story can cause is not 
their concern. They jump the 
gun too often when delivering 
news about the war. Many 
times war news should be cen- 
sored. It could jeopardize the 
lives of our fighting men. 
Time, place, and results of a 
battle in progress are exposed 
to the world. Details are so 
well defined that the terrorist 
don’t need spy intelligence. We 


Canine Corner 


1) A dog is a dog. 

Some people assume their dogs 
communicate the same way that 
humans do and, therefore, they 
try to communicate with dogs 
the way they would with another 
person This is the greatest mis- 
conception of many dog owners. 
Although domesticated for thou- 
sands of years, dogs in the wild 
have always lived in packs. 
Today, dogs live by the same 
rules and exhibit many of the 
same behavioral patterns as 
their wild ancestors. Therefore, 
as dog owners, you need to real- 
ize dogs have different needs; to 
effectively train your dog, you 
must first understand its instine- 
tual pack behavior. 

2) All dogs think in terms of 
the pack. 

In the wild, dogs have always 
lived in packs. They instinctively 
know that living with others, 
under the leadership of a domi- 
nant member of the pack, 
enhances their chances for sur- 
vival. Therefore, pack animals 
not only want to live with others, 
but they also are content having 
leaders who are strong, consis- 
tent and fair. As a dog owner, 
one of your responsibilities is to 
learn and model these-charac+ 
teristics so that you will be 
accepted as the pack leader. 
Thus, your dog will learn to 
respect and obey you. 

3) Dogs don't understand 
English. 

‘To believe your dog fully under- 
stands human-based communi- 
cations is as unreasonable as 
thinking you know everythi 
your dog is trying to say when it 
barks. A dog's communication is 
limited primarily to barking, 
growling and other guttural 
sounds, and they also rely heav- 
ily on body language. By under- 
standing how dogs communi- 
cate, you will avoid the mistake 
of telling your dog one thing 
while your body language 
voice sound tells it something 
completely different. 

4) Dogs are not spiteful. © 

Dog owners often say, "My dog 
chewed the furniture because I 
left him home alone." There are 
a number of reasons why dogs 
misbehave, but spite is not one 
of them. Although many people 
want to believe that dogs think 
like humans, dogs do not. They 
bere only two sections to their 

brain and, therefore, have limit- 
ed ability to reason. Thus, they 
cannot disobey out of spite. 
Knowing the real reasons piso 
dogs misbehave requires under- 
standing how they think and 
learn. Dogs react in a way that 
miakes sense in their environ- 
ment, When a dog disobeys, it is. 
usually for one of three reasons: 
1) it does not understand what 
you want, 2) it does not consider 
you its leader, or 3) it is suffer- 
ing from some kind of stress or 


rate of dos you if be bter 
prepared to diagnose problems 
or behaviors of your dog. 

5) What makes some dogs 


aggressive? 
One of our favorite sayings is, 


"You can take the dog out of the 
wild, but you cannot take the 
wild out of the dog." This means 
simply that the dog's natural 
instincts are never far below the 
surface. Sometimes this behav- 
ior manifests itself as aggres- 
sion because a dog will do only 
what its natural instincts tell it 
to do unless trained otherwise. 
The most common cause of 
aggression is fear of the 
unknown, that is, whatever the 
dog cannot understand or does 
not recognize as normal. A dog's 
response to fear is instinctual. 
When a dog becomes frightened, 
it will do one of two things: fight 
or take flight. One bi 
is not necessarily more aggres- 
sive than any other. The diminu- 
tive Chihuahua can be just as 
aggressive as the larger German 
shepherd. The only real differ- 
ence is the amount of fear we 
perceive based on a dog's size 
and its ability to cause harm. As 
dog owners, one of our responsi- 
bilities is to condition our dog 
daily to reinforce dominance 
eer over the dog. 
mshi increases our ability 
eg posi and teach our dogs 
what is and is not acceptable. 

6) Body language is the dog's 
primary mode of communica- 
tion. 

Dogs rely heavily on body lan- 
guage to communicate, and a 


person's body le can eas-

want to play, in much the same 
way it would play with other 
dogs. When people greet a dog, 
they often do not consider

Since dogs cannot reason like 
humans, they are not deliberate- 
ly naughty, despite what many 
people might think. Instead, 
their behavior is always deter- 
mined by either instinct or ome.

therefore, it is not productive (or 
even logical) for humans to get 
angry with a dog. Moreover, 
physical force is both inappro- 
priate and counterproductive.

For this rea- 
son, dog owners should use their 
hands as little as possible when 
training, and when you do, dogs 
must always associate your 
hands with gentleness and plea- 
sure. Because dogs learn from 
association, they will compre- 
hend your message only if it is 
delivered in a timely manner, A 
correction must be issued at the 
precise moment the dog is either 
contemplating or actually doing 
something wrong. Sometimes it 
may be difficult to catch your 
dog in the act, but you can cre- 
ate situations that will cause a 
dog to misbehave and then cor- 
rect it on the spot. 

10) Do dogs sense the world 
differently than humans?

He could have been one of the 
first to play the tape of the 
drunken celebrity. It was shown 
later, when it was old news. I 
felt proud to see someone who 
truly cared about his fellow 
man’s reputation.

Associate Director supports annual MRI scans for 


women facing high breast cancer risk 


WINCHESTER - Dr. Delphine 
Lui, associate medical imaging 
director of the Winchester 
Hospital Breast Care Center, 
agrees with the findings of a 
recent study which recom- 
mends annual magnetic reso- 
nance imaging (MRI) scans in 
addition to conventional mam- 
mograms for women with a 
high risk of developing breast 
cancer. 

A study published in The New 
England Journal of Medicine 
reports that MRI detected 30 
breast tumors missed by mam- 
mograms and physical exams 
in 969 women recently diag- 
nosed with cancer in the oppo- 
site breast. Additionally, the 
American Cancer Society now 
recommends that women over 
30 who face a greater than 20 
percent lifetime risk of develop- 
ing breast cancer should get an 
MRI in addition to a mammo- 
gram every year. Women at

breast biopsy. She could then 
face the requirement that an 
additional MRI be performed, 
even before the biopsy request 
is approved. 

MRI should complement - but 
not substitute - mammograms 
as a screening tool, according 
to Dr. Lui. In fact, she said, the 
addition of MRI-guided breast 
biopsy to existing stereotactic 
and ultrasound imaging capa- 
bilities is important because 
each procedure is ideally suited 
for a different patient popula- 
tion. For example, breast MRI 
can reveal subtle, difficult-to- 
detect abnormalities, especially 
in women with dense breast tis- 
sue or breasts that are difficult 
to examine. While MRI is a 
more sensitive test, however, it 
may miss some cancers detect- 
ed by a mammogram. 

“For the earliest detection, 
women should continue to 
undergo yearly screening mam-

Tarr calls for transparency In 


state government spending 


With state fa¢ing deficit, amendment 
would create, accountability 


BOSTON, State Senate 
Assistant Minority Leader 
Bruce Tarr (R-Gloucester) and 


fellow Republican Senators 
have filed an amendment to the 
FY'08 state budget that would 
open up the books of state gov- 
ernment through an electronic 
website, enabling citizens to 
review and, inspect items of 
state spending. 

The am ent is largely 
based on a federal law that was 
passed in 2006 and authored by 
U.S. Senators Tom Coburn (R- 
OK) and Barack Obama (D- 
IL). Tarr observed that “if the 
federal government can provide 
spending transparency in its 
budget, there should be no rea- 
son that Massachusetts can’t 
provide the samie mechanism of 
public fiscal oversight. 

Thé amendment authorizes 
the Secretary of Administration 
and Finance, the Comptroller, 
the Treasurer and the 
Operational Services Division 
to develop and operate a single 


searchable budget website. The 
website would: allow the gener- 
al public complete access to 
research state expenditures; be 
made freely available; mini- 
mize cost; maximize utility; 
and promote the accessibility 
of information. 

“Every dollar counts when it 
comes from taxpayers of the 
Commonwealth,” said Tarr. He 
added that “This user-friendly 
electronic tool will put the 
power to understand state 
spending in the hands of any- 
one with an interest in where 
our dollars are going, and 
where our spending priorities 
are.” 

The primary function of the 
website would be to allow the 
public to become more engaged 
and aware of how state funds 
are spent. “A greater under- 
standing of the mechanics of 
state spending,” said Tarr, “can 
provide those who are interest- 
ed with a more informed basis 
for contributing to the impor- 
tant decisions our 
Commonwealth faces with 
regard to its fiscal affairs.” 

In turn, Tarr hopes that the 
website would further con- 
tribute to the development of a 
so-called “Spend Management 
System” that would allow state 
and municipal purchasers to 
share information and gain a 
significant advantage in the 
marketplace. Such a system 
would enable managers to iden- 
tify spending trends, combine 
purchases of commonly pro- 
cured items or services, and 
share resources where possible.

France bestows Legion of Honor on 
Local Veteran

Infantry of the 4th Division and 
was awarded not only the Silver 
Star but also the Purple Heart 
with three clusters for his ser- 
vice to the ion. 

Crawford recalls arriving in 
Normandy at Utah Beach 6 
days after D-Day and fighting 
through 
Germans were using for cover. 
As a sergeant, Crawford fought 
in a battle at Moritan where he 

wounded 

“Later the general awarded 
me the silver star and a battle 
field commission,” recalls 
Crawford. “The 4th Infantry 
was the first army division to 
arrive in Paris in August of 
1944. We went through Belgium 
into the Hiirtgen Forest.” 

This dense conifer forest 
occupies a rugged area between 


the Rur River and Aachen and, 


is broken by only a few roads 
and tracks. 

Crawford relates, “Our regi. 
ment was decimated and my 
battalion was (reduced) down 
to 160 from 850 brave men and 
officers. I was wounded a sec- 
ond time and was taken to a 
hospital in Liege, Belgium. I 
had pieces in my eye but I 
wanted to return to my regi- 
ment so I bummed a ride back 
to where they were.” 

Crawford had a less than 
pleasant encounter with cele- 
brated war correspondent and 
writer, Ernest Hemmingway in 
a bar in Spa, a town of ral 
thousand near the Belgium- 
German border. When the 
colonel saw Crawford enter the 
bar, he invited him to sit down 
at the table with him and 


Hemmingway. However, with 
Hemmingway's negative 
a sment of the war grating 
heavily on his nerves, Crawford 
felt compelled to respond to 
Hemingway by saying, “Why 
don't you come with me to see 
what a real battle is instead of 
sitting forty miles behind!” At 
that point, the colonel stood up 
abruptly and told Crawford he 
was out of line, upon which 
Crawford respectfully saluted 
the colonel, and then directed a 
disparaging comment to a 
shocked Hemmingway. Noted 
author, Stephen Ambrose, 
recounted this incident in his 
book, Citizen Soldiers. 
Crawford then went back to 
the lines and led a squad in 
combat where they captured 
one German soldier and killed 
the rest. Relating more horrors 
of that war, Crawford recalls, 
“German machine guns opened 
up on us in the woods and my 
sergeant was killed. I was 
wounded again but my troop 
pulled me out. That was,the 
last of the war for me.” 
Shipped back to a hospital in 
Paris, Crawford was then 
shipped over to England for one 
week and then boarded a boat 
bound from Liverpool to 
Boston. He then went to Valley 
Forge Hospital in Pennsylvania 
where he was operated on. 
Looking back on his dire expe- 
riences, Crawford offered his 
assessment of battles, “On the 
front line, you can do one of 
three things - either you get 
killed, you get wounded, or you 
go crazy

n-David Levitte, was 
ack to Paris by newly 
sworn in President, Nicolas 
Sarkozy. Levitte accepted the 
position of senior diplomatic 
advisor to the president of 
France. In the speech he 
intended to deliver at the 
Lafayette Monument (but 
instead was read by Consul 
General Gauthier) Levitte 
remarks, “Boston is proud of its 
glorious past and it is indeed 
here that the American 
Revolution —_ began. From 
Benjamin Franklin to John 
Adams, from Paul Revere to 
John Hancock, Boston has been 
a city where freedom and 
democracy have flourished and 
where people have stood up for 
these values. The place where 
we are today - Boston Common 
- has been at the heart of the 
American democracy since the 
Revolutionary War: following 
the British evacuation in March 
1776 «general Washington 
reviewed his victorious troops 
on the Common. At this very 
same place, too, a huge bonfire 
blazed in 1781 to celebrate the 
surrender at Yorktown, where 
French troops and American 
patriots, fighting side by side, 
wrote the first page of our old 
alliance. And since those very 
days, Boston has been a beacon 
of the French-American friend- 
ship.” 

Crawford and his family lis- 
tened to a message from the 
President of the Republic, 
Nicolas Sarkozy, who noted, “ 
On this solemn occasion, I am 
particularly honored to hail 


each of the 16 American veter- 
ans who are being presented 
with the insignia of Chevalier of 
the National Order of the 
Legion of Honor by Mr. 
Francois Rivasseau, Chargé 
d'Affaires. It remains the mest 
prestigious of French decora- 
tions. That is why I am very 
happy that today the French 
Republic is honoring your fight 
60 years ago by bestowing upon 
you this distinguished cross, 
whose red ribbon so strikingly 
evokes the color of the blood 
spilled for honor and freedom. 
France will never forget the 
men - often very young - who 
willingly made the supreme 
sacrifice to liberate our soil, 
our homeland and our conti- 
nent from the yoke of Nazi’bar- 
barism and its frenzy of mur- 
der. France will never forget 
what it owes to America, ‘its 
lifelong friend. To each and 
every one of you, let me repeat 
that France has not forgotten 
you, you who as American’ sol- 
diers incarnated honor and 
freedom. You have forever 
earned the esteem, gratitude 
and affection of the entire 
French nation.” : 
This story of participation in 
each others liberation - of the 
United States in the 1700's and 
of France in the 1900's - ‘sur- 
vives, as the bravery of the men 
involved, like Wilmington busi- 
nessman John Crawford, is 
remembered and they are 
rightfully revered for their 
vitally important contribution 
to a noble cause.

Regency, has since been com- 
pleted by the town. 

Hamilton and other 
Wilmington department heads 
believe that new mitigation 
measures should replace those 
that could not wait for the 
Regency project to go forward. 
According to Hamilton, the 
Planning Department advised 
Regency that they should 
remain responsible for the 
monetary equivalent of the 
originally agreed upon mitiga- 
tion measures. 

Regency, on the other hand, 
believes that the wastewater 
treatment plant stipulated by 
DEP represents a financial 
burden that was not originally 
factored into the equation. 

The changes that Regency 
proposes for the project - in 
addition to the wastewater 
treatment plant - include a 
reduction in parking spaces 
from 253 to 228, a reduction in 
the building height from 43-feet 


2-inches to 4i-feet 6-inches, a 
reduction in impervious. sur- 
faces, a reduction in garage 
bays, and grading changes. 

The Regency Place project, 
which will consist of five build- 
ings on a 12-acre parcel of land 
on West Street located between 
Suncrest Avenue and Industrial 
Way, faced stiff neighborhood 
opposition when it first 
appeared before the 
Wilmington Board of Appeals 
(BOA) in late 2002. 

In July 2003, after numerous 
public meetings, the BOA voted 
to deny the developer's request 
for a comprehensive permit. 
The BOA cited excessive traffic, 
existence of contaminants on 
the property originating from 
an abutter, shortages of town 
water supply, and the character 
of the surrounding neighbor- 
hoods as major areas of con- 
cern. 

As an affordable housing pro- 
ject, however, Regency Place 


filed for appeal with the State's 
Housing Appeals Committee. 
When it became apparent that 
Regency would prevail in, the 
appeal, Town Counsel advised 
the Town to settle the case, 
which allowed the project to go 
forward. 

Regency's plans came to a 
halt, however, when the project 
was denied a sewer extension 
permit by the DEP. The project 
had languished for several 
years since then, as the princi- 
pals involved did not consider it 
financially feasible to construct 
a septic system for the proper- 
ty. 

Regency came forward again 
in 2006 with new plans that 
included an on-site wastewater 
treatment facility. 

Regency will next be sched- 
uled to appear before the Board 
of Appeals in June. é

and clear the brush around the 
fence.”

Town Museum, Terry

Due to the 
location of the fence, Jaeschke 
needed the approval of both the 
Wilmington Historical 
Commission and the Town 
Manager before he could pro- 
ceed. Thankfully, according to 
Curator McDermott, “They (the 
Historical Commission) were 
delighted to hear of Jaeschke's 
generous offer and they want 
me to thank you very much for 
making it.” 

After completing his work, 
Jaeschke reported the extent of 
his refurbishing, “I added three 
sections of fencing to angle it 
towards the barn and built a 


gate so that we can get behind 
it if needed. I saw some similar 
type boards in Fred Ryan's 
yard so I gave him a call and he 
was kind enough to donate the 
lumber for the project.” 

While Jaeschke is content to 
quietly enjoy the beauty of the 
white fence and the satisfaction 
of doing a good deed, Curator 
McDermott wanted everyone to 
know of Jaeschke's kindness 
and generosity. 

In 1973, the Wilmington Town

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Three locals escape to Alcatraz

A nice trip to the San 
Francisco Bay area sounds like 
a great way to spend your sum- 
mer vacation, and the average 
person would have a great time 
site seeing the numerous hot 
spots like the Golden Gate 
Bridge and perhaps even a trip 
to legendary Alcatraz prison, 
Sounds great, right? 

For three Wilmington resi- 
dents, this sounded like a great 
vacation, but just for fun they 
are also adding in a 1.5 mile 
swim through strong currents, 
high waves and a water tem- 
perature of 50 degrees. And oh 
by the way there might be some 
jellyfish and sharks along for 
the swim. 

On June 10, Wilmington resi- 
dents Jimmy Marsh, Dan 
Stewart and Lisa Hodge, along 
with their friend Nancy 
Donohue of Lowell, will join 
approximately 500 other swim- 
mers in the 15th Annual 
Alcatraz Sharkfest Swim. 

The idea for the event came 
about when Stewart, 
Wilmington’s fire chief, decided 
to sign up for the event last 
September. After he signed up, 
Marsh and Hodge followed up 
around Christmas and the 
three were set for the athletic 
challenge of their lives. 

Extreme events are nothing 
new to the three friends, as 
Stewart has competed in many 
swimming events, and both 
Marsh and Hodge have partici- 
pated in several triathlons, but 
the Alcatraz swim does offer a 
unique challenge for these fine- 
ly conditioned athletes. 

All three participated recently 
in a one mile swim in Salem

“I try to swim at least every 
other day and it’s usually a 
mile at a time,” Stewart said. 
“I also do weight training and 
play a lot of basketball to keep 
myself fit. Ever since I have 
been a firefighter I have main- 
tained my physical fitness.” 

And it was Stewart who got 
the ball rolling on participating 
in the event. 

“A long time ago I went out to 
San Francisco and I was fasci- 
nated by the whole concept of 
Alcatraz,” Stewart said. “And I 
thought of the personal chal- 
lenge for the distance and the 
cold water and the jelly fish 
and everything else was some- 
thing I wanted to experience. 
Just the whole ambience of it 
attracted me.”

three foot move on the mound

Everyone has an opinion on 
it, Seme love it, some hate it 
and some say let’s wait and see. 
Recently, the MIAC, a branch 
of the Massachusetts 
Interscholastic Athletic 
Association, ruled that the high 
school pitcher’s mound will be 
moved from its original 40-feet 
back to 43-feet distance begin- 
ning next year. Massachusetts 
will become just the second 
state in the United States to 
implement this rule with 

Florida the other. 

According to the MIAC, there 
are three reasons for the 
change. The first is to help the 
game of high school softball 
generate more offense. The 
MIAC feels that pitchers domi- 
nate too many games, while 
there's too much lack of partic- 
ipation from the players in the 
field since most pitchers aver- 
age double digit strikeouts and 
ERAs under 1.00. 

The second reason is for safe- 
ty — moving the mound back 
three feet officials say will help 
pitchers have more reaction 
time with hits back up the mid- 
die, causing less injuries, And 
the last reason to move the 
mound back to 43 feet is that’s 
the distance that college pitch- 
ers use - thus starting pitchers 
out — no matter the level — from 
youth to subvarsity to varsity, 
to pitch from the same distance 
as the college level, will only 
help the game even more, offi- 
cials say. 

Many local high school coach- 
es have been asked about the 
rule change in various papers. 
Some think it’s a terrific idea, 
and some think it’s a terrible 
idea. And certainly the local 
pitchers themselves, think it’s 
going to be that much harder 
for them to compete on the 
level they are at right now. 

Longtime Amesbury head 
coach Chris Perry recently said 
in the Lawrence Eagle Tribune 
that he’s seen a few pitchers 
take a ball off the shins, and 
that’s about it in terms of 
injuries. He added that “I'm not 
in favor of it because 90 percent 
of the pitchers in 
Massachusetts will _ really 
struggle.” 

Wilmington High coach Bob 
Surran agreed that he hasn't 
seen many injuries either, only 
recalling one player, former 
Wilmington resident, Bishop 
Fenwick and Merrimack 
College hurler Kerry Lyman 
taking a ball off her head dur- 
ing a game when she was in 
high school. He's for the rule 
change, saying he believes it 
will help the finer points of the 
game. 

Lisa McGloin, the head coach 
at Concord-Carlisle, and a for- 
mer standout at North Carolina 
State said that she believes the 
better teams will become that 
much better, and the weaker 
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teams will become that.much 
weaker, because the difference 
in the three feet will mean 
more hits, more walks by the 
pitchers and defenses being 
exposed more. 

Here lgcally, the Wilmington 
High, Tewksbury High and 
Shawsheen Tech softball pro- 
grams have all been blessed 
with dynamite pitchers over the 
last 15 years. Wilmington has 
had three all-scholastic pitch- 
ers, Adrienne Fay, Kate 
Sughrue and Jackee Joyce. 
Tewksbury had one in Amy Von 
Kahle and Shawsheen Tech has 
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had two all-scholastics in Jenn 
Elwell - who broke the state’s 
all-time strikeout mark — and 
Flo Arsenault ~ who was one of 
just a few pitchers who could 
consistently throw her fastball 
in the 60 plus mile per hour 
range. 

To have six all-scholastic 
pitchers from Division 2 and 3 
high school softball in the past 
15 years certainly says a lot 
about the quality of pitching 
that towns such as Wilmington 
and Tewksbury produces. The 
Eagle Tribune listed five of its 
local pitchers —- Britt Hart of

Shawsheen Tech pitcher Kelli Jo Deardoff will have to adjust to the 
from 40 feet to 43 feet starting next year. 
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North Andover, Jordan Oliva of 
Amesbury, Michelle Hollebeke 
of Phillips Academy, Hannah 
Everson of Methuen and Alicia 
Briggs of Haverhill - who all 
have ERAs that range from 
0.24 to 0.86 respectively. Thus, 
the five of them completely 
dominate games. 

“I think it’s a great idea,” 
Haverhill coach Bob Walsh told 
the Tribune. “You look at the 
box scores and you see 13, 14 
and 15 strikeouts all the time 
and that makes for a boring 
game. I want to see more 
offense and more defense from 
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pitcher’s mound being moved 
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the other players.” 

Over the years offense has 
diminished in high school soft- 
ball games. That’s due to many 
reasons. Nowadays there’s so 
many strength and condition- 
ing clinics, pitching clinics, 
more AAU, summer ball and 
better year round competition. 
Because the pitchers are now 
that much better, hitters have 
learned to bunt and “slap” a lot 
more, attempting to bunt with 
one out or two outs, as opposed 
to the baseball version of 
bunting just with one or two 
runners on with no outs and the 
bottom of the order up. Now 
you see the clean-up hitter 
bunting with one out and a run- 
ner on first. 

Most of the time recently, 
hjgh school defenses haven’t 
been exposed as much as it was 
a decade ago. For example, the 
back-to-back state champi- 
onship teams from Wilmington 
in 1993 and 1994 had a dominat- 
ing pitcher in Adrienne Fay, 
who did strike out her share of 
batters. However, she also 
relied on a tremendous defense, 
one that turned 6-43 double 
plays as often as teams attempt 
to lay down a bunt in a game 
today. You never see a 6-4-3 dou- 
ble play today. 

Perry said that he thinks hit- 
ting has improved a lot over the 
years, while McGloin added 
that teaching the right mechan- 
ics of hitting will solve the 
problem of pitchers absolutely 
dominating games. But either 
way, this rule change should 
mean more offense in games 
instead of the standard 1-0, 2-1 
games you constantly see or 
read about. 

“I think this may open the 
strike zone up and now the hit- 
ters can sit back more,” said 
Tewksbury coach Leo DiRocco. 
“It’s going to help the batters 
more than it'll help the pitch- 
ers, A dominating pitcher who 
can fire the ball will still be 
able to bring the heat. If they 
are doing this for safety rea- 
sons than that's great. But to 
make a change just to make a 
change, nah I’m not for that. 

“The game is pretty quick and 
if you have two really good 
teams it’s very enjoyable to 
watch. I think if you have more 
hits, you’re going to drag 
games out. It doesn’t really 
matter to me, but I think it’s 
probably going to help the bat- 
ters get a longer look. 

“The main reason for this is 
safety and that’s great. But I do 
think the bats are going to get 
better, but the good pitchers are 
still going to be good pitchers 
regardless where the mound 
is” 


Surran said that if you're a 
true softball fan this should 
make the game that much 
more exciting. 

“I think the kids (will eventu- 
ally) make the adjustment,” he 
said. “I think overall it’ll help 
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balance things out a bit. It' 
help the batters and you'll see 
more hits. When you have # 
power pitcher, you're crag 2 
doesn’t get exposed. But 

this change, I think you'll see 
good outfield defense and you'll 
have to work on relays and the 
finer points in the game 
because the ball will be put in 
play more. 

“] think it’s good for all and it 
certainly can’t hurt the game. I 
think coupled with the fact of 
more activity for everyone 
involved is another good reason 
and so is safety although I've 
never seen anyone really gét 
hurt, well except Kerry that 
one time.” 

While Surran is certainly for 
it, Shawsheen coach Maureen 
Buckley is definitely on the 
other side of the table. 

“I think it’s a horrible idea 
and I am opposed to it,” she 
said. "Pitchers dominate some 
games from 40 feet away, but it 
is not just the fastball. It is the 
drop and the rise ball as well. 
If you give them three more 
feet they will still dominate. 

"The kids it hurts most are 
the middle of the road pitchers. 
If they primarily throw a fast- 
ball because they cannot throw 
the other pitchers and you 
move them back three more 
feet they are going to get hit 
hard. y 


"I don't think it solved the 
problem. When you see how 
many kids are hitting .600, .700 
and .800 it is clear that there 
are a lot of quality hitters out 
there even at 40 feet,” she con- 
tinued to say. 

As for the pitches itself, now 
that’s an entirely differently 
ball game. Pitchers nowadays 
have a long list of pitches to 
choose from - much like Dice-K 
of the Red Sox. Most pitchers 
have the fastball, but also a 
curve, the rise ball and the 
drop, and the change-up. The 
elite pitchers have a few more 
pitches to choose from but the 
average hurler usually has the 
four — fastball, change-up, rise 
and drop. . 

Now with the mound being: 
moved back three feet, perhaps 
the rise pitch is easier to lay off 
of, the change-up is easier ta 
pick-up and the drop could be a 
ball. ‘ 

“I think it’s pretty stupid,” 
said Wilmington High fresh 
man pitcher Chelsea Babcock, 
“I don't want the mound to be 
pushed back because then it’s 
harder for me to pitch. It's not 
fair for the pitchers. Now they: 
h change all of their 
pitches, I think this will make it, 
easier for the batters to hit off 
you because now they'll have 
more time to see the pitches 
come in. :

“It's always been my opinion 
that the three extra feet helps 
the movement of the ball and 
actually helps the elite pitch- 
ers, so the kids who dominate 
now can still dominate,” said 
Salem, New Hampshire coach 
Harold Sachs, in the Eagle 
Tribune. “To me, it could be a 
case of the rich getting richer 
and the poor getting poorer.” 

Added Hollebeke, who last 
year pitched for Austin Prep 
before transferring, “I think it’s 
a fabulous idea,” she said in the 
Tribune. “I love pitching from 
43 feet because the ball moves a 
lot more.” 

Babcock is just a freshman 
and although she has done 
quite well in her first year on 
the varsity team, she’s not up 
to the dominating the opposi- 
tion just yet. She's young, she’s 
new to the varsity level and has 
the potential to be very good. 
But being a 14-year-old who is 
trying to establish a fastball or

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The date was May 21, 1967. 
The Red Sox Impossible Dream 
team would sweep a double- 
header against the Cleveland 
Indians at Fenway Park, win- 
ning 43 and 62. Carl 
YaStrzemski and George Scott 
would lead the way, and Darrell 
‘Bucky’ Brandon would pitch 
nine innings in the nightcap. It 
would be a couple of months 
before Red Sox rightfielder 
"Tony Conigliaro would be hit by 
a Jack Hamilton pitch and his 
world would be changed forev- 
er. Wilmington’s Rick Froton 
was there before it all really 
began for Conigliaro and the 
Red Sox. 

Froton defines the word ‘phe- 
nom,’ having been a star pitch- 
er at Wilmington High School 
in the early 1960’s before being 
signed by the Red Sox and 
pitching for their Wellsville 
Class A minor league team in 
1963, where he was a teammate 
of Conigliaro. Froton finished 
with a 5-8 record that season 
and Tony C. - recovering from a 
broken hand - went on to win 
the batting title with a .363 
average. 

The righthanded Froton went 
on to pitch Class A baseball 
through the 1964 season before 
a strained throwing arm ended 
his career. Conigliaro would 
attempt a couple of comebacks 
with mixed results, finally suc- 
cumbing to kidney failure in

1990 after suffering a massive 
heart attack many years earli- 
er. 

With the Red Sox organization 
celebrating the 40th anniver- 
sary of that 1967 team this year, 
it was time to dive back into the 
Town Crier archives and look 
up an interview I had with Rick 
Froton in May of 1990. Froton 
did play with Conigliaro in that 
1964 season, and remembers 
many of the Sox players on that 
1967 team, including the late 
Joe Foy and Jerry Adair. 
Froton loves those memories, 
cherishing them after his 
career ended in a minor league 
camp during the summer of 
1965 when he said he "threw too 
hard too soon." 

The Red Sox signed Froton for 
$8,000 back in the 60’s, while 
Conigliaro was one of the major 
league’s first ‘bonus babies’ - 
inking a deal for $50,000. The

Wilmington native has a scrap- 
book filled with memories of 
that 1967 team. He especially 
remembers Conigliaro as a nice 
guy who treated people with 
respect. 

In 1990, Froton told the Town 
Crier: "I didn’t see Tony much 
after he retired. Before that, we 
would work out together at 
Tufts during the winter. After 
that, I'd see him at Fenway 
Park and we would talk. I 
always noticed that he hung 
around after the games and 
signed autographs for the kids. 
He was a good person. A good 
guy." 

This season when the 
Impossible Dream team walked 
out on to the field in their Red 
Sox uniforms, some looked silly 
- some just looked old. Only Yaz 
had the good sense to make his 
appearance in street clothes. 
Wilmington’s baseball pitching 
legend Rick Froton, by all 
accounts is in great shape, and 
would have looked mighty fine 
in that Red Sox uniform - even 
today. 

He still has those memories 
that are rekindled by all those 
old guys who might look silly to 
young people who idolize Ortiz 
and Ramirez. But, that 1967 
team that Froton remembers is 
a collection of players that 
rekindled baseball interest in 
New England. And there is 
nothing silly and old about that.

and when to do it. Has he done 
any of this? Nope. Never. Not 
this time. Even when a decision 
comes around that is as impor- 
tant as this one, Aylward must 
know in his heart who he wants 
to get the top job, but he will be 
ready to endorse whomever 
this committee selects, simply 
because he knows that the best 
route of transition is for 
‘Tewksbury High School athlet- 
ies to continue working in the 
tradition of team. 

Tewksbury - and Aylward - 
likes the concept of working 
hard both on and off the field 
as the underdog. It’s OK to get 
down and dirty on the football 
field, but to transfer that abili- 
ty to some political backroom 
would do the athletes and the 
town absolutely no good. 

Tewksbury school officials 
have said that they want the 
next athletic director to not 
have a coaching position to 
worry about. That is always a 
good idea, and it’s a safe bet 
that the next athletic director 
will leave his coaching days 
behind him. The word out there 
is that the candidates, Steve 
Levine (soccer and indoor and 
outdoor track), Brian Hickey 
(lacrosse), Pat Ryser (field 
hockey) and Ron Drouin (base- 
ball), are all weighing just 
what it would mean to leave 
their respective coaching posi- 
tions. 

Both School Committee mem- 
bers Dennis Peterson and 
Rauseo heard the rumors that 
the position had been virtually 
appointed behind closed doors.

‘Towns talk - especially when it 
comes to high school athletics. 
Tewksbury’s inner circle will 
always count for something - 
but this time it should take a 
backseat to logical thinking 
that leads to what is best for 
the athletes and their families.

done things the Tewksbury way, 
through hard work and perse- 
verance. 

The town, unlike many others, 
should also learn from their 
mistakes. Sometimes everyone 
needs a refresher course on 
just when political blather 
fueled by rumors leads to bla- 
tant mistakes in judgment. 
Over the years, the town rarely 
has blundered by rolling down 
some political path. It hap- 
pened in 1989, in what should 
serve as a healthy reminder to 
the next TMHS athletic director 
to listen to his heart and not 
some guy sitting over his third 
beer. 


In July of 1989, the school 
committee voted not to rehire 
varsity baseball coach Bob 
Ware. Basketball coach Bob 
Melillo was lumped in with this 
eventual lousy decision, and 
Bob Aylward was right there to 
put in his best word for two 
coaches that were unfairly told 
that their services were no 
longer desired. Ware's dis- 
missal stemmed from a parent 
complaint about how his team 
was selected and the supposed 
use of some vulgar language. It 
was never really made clear 
why Melillo was being let go. 
Maybe someone just didn’t like 
the guy. They were both uncer- 
emoniously dumped, when the 
rumors outweighed common 
sense. Tewksbury lost two fine 
coaches who had righted pro- 
grams that had struggled for 
several years. 

Ware, was never a politician, 
and he didn’t try playing one 
back then when he told the 
committee: "I’m not going to 
stand here and beg for my job. 
There are some people on this 
school committee who have 
never attended a ballgame. I’m 
going to be a man long after 
I’m done being a coach." 

Melillo also left his mark on 
what seemed like an unsavory 
political arena when he told the 
Town Crier: "I've always said 
that coaches avoid complacen- 
cy by keeping their luggage 
packed. I enjoy being in the 
gym, not in the political lime- 
light. I don’t know how you (the 
committee) could do this with- 
out giving full notice to the ath- 
letic director. With the athletic 
director not even being present 
at the meeting." 

Aylward was present at the 
final meeting when the axe 
finally fell on the two respected 
coaches, and he received one of 
his first lessons in the 
Tewksbury political arena - and 
Aylward didn’t like it much: 
"This athletic department

stands by its’ achievements and 
success," he said back in the 
summer of 1989. "But, we need 
full administrative support: in 
order to keep these kinds~ of 
things out of the political 
arena." 

All this nonsense came about 
during Aylward’s first round as 
athletic director. Do you think 
he got a nice feel for life in the 
political hot seat? He did. And 
it’s a safe bet that he hated 
every minute of it, and was 
more than willing to head north 
and help Nashua High School 
to football respectability. But, 
he learned to live with it - and 
eventually work with it - with a 
respected group of friends that 
admired and ioved him ready 
to help out whenever the ath- 
letes or the town needed it 

Hopefully, Tewksbury will 
lean with its’ head and learn 
with Aylward’s heart. The man 
has inspired the town's young 
people when the resources for 
success weren't always there 
and the political muckraking 
was closing in from every side 
of the room. 

The four choices are right 
there for Tewksbury success. 
Any of the four people selected 
will surely get some advice 
from Aylward and many of the 
young people who have looked 
to him for answers and inspira- 
tion over many years. The per 
son eventually selected will 
also learn a lot from Aylward, 
about the people who really 
care about kids, and those who 
respond to rumors when logic 
should be the winner. 

The new person would also be 
wise to look back at July of 
1989, when Aylward, concerned 
parent Ed Dick, and longtime 
TMHS fan (and now coach) 
Jim Sullivan went before the 
school committee to wade 
through an unnecessary mess 
created by politics, The next 
athletic director will also need 
to adjust on the fly. The politics 
of some situations will never 
really go away. You leave the 
playing field and you get to sit 
behind a desk and work the 
occasional room or playing 
field. You will learn the ropes. 
You will be the face of 
Tewksbury High School athlet 
ies. It’s not an easy job. Just 
ask Bob Aylward.

"During different seasons, I 
see a lot of different players,” 
says Campbell. "A lot of guys 
are basketball coaches in the 
winter.

In a speech before the Rotary Club of Reading, Lisa, a wife, mother, school committee vice-chair- 
person and co-founder of a not-for-profit organization said, “Samantha Rose was born on June 12, 2001 
at Beth Israel Hospital in Boston. She came into this world a wide-eyed; beautiful, sweet little bundle 
all of 7 pounds 4 ounces. We were so thrilled to add a little girl to our family. With two older sons 


Douglas (2 1/2) and Alec (1 1/2), our family was complete.”

“SHREK THE THIRD” 
GRADE: *** 


"Shrek the Third" offers 
few surprises but that’s okay. 
The pacing is brisk and the 
jokes nearly constant, with 
enough silliness for kids and 
cleverness for parents, which 
is all you should expect from 
this type of movie anyway. 

The DreamWorks 
Animation visuals are a few 
notches above those found in 
most animation _ films. 
Characters' expressions are 
exceptionally vivid. The 
deathbed send-off of Fiona's 
frog-king dad (John Cleese), 
for instance, might have 
seemed artificially prolonged 
were it not for the glorious 


frog faces the king makes. 
His death leaves Shrek 
first in line to be king, but the 
ogre doesn't want the job. 
Before he expires, the frog 
king mentions another possi 
bility, a relative named 
Arthur. Shrek, with Donkey 
(Eddie Murphy) and Puss In 
Boots (Antonio Banderas), 
sets out by sea to find the guy. 
Donkey says goodbye to 
his highly affectionate drag- 
on-donkey offspring, and 
Puss In Boots to the female 
feline population of Far Far 
Away. As the ship the three 
are sailing on leaves, Fiona 
shouts from shore that she's 
pregnant. This news does 
thrill Shrek, because he's 
worried that the little ogres 


he's bringing into the world 
will face the same prejudice 
he did. 

Before he can come to 
terms with the idea of par- 
enthood, he must impart the 
"Shrek" snippets of wisdom 
of self-acceptance to Arthur 
(Justin Timberlake), a hand- 
some yet oft-bullied high 
school student. 

While Shrek's away, trou- 
ble comes to Far Far Away. 
‘Trying to fill the royal vacan- 
cy with himself, Prince 
Charming (Rupert Everett) 
urges a pub full of storybook 
villains, including Captain 
Hook, to storm the castle. 
Fiona and her mother (Julie 
Andrews), along with Fiona's 
baby-shower guests Snow 


White, Cinderella and 
Sleeping Beauty, are held 
captive. 

The jokes are very witty 
(bathroom humor aside), and 
at roughly 80 minutes in 
length, the film passes by 
without too much thought..

GRADE: *** 


The U.S. military occupies 
Britain in an effort to wipe 
out the "rage" virus that dec- 
imated ihe land in the horror 
hit "28 Days Later." 

Now it's "28 Weeks Later," 
and the troops are allowin 
residets to return to their 
homes. Oops. 

The movie opens with a 
prologue as Don (Robert 
Carlyle) hides out with wife 
Alice (Catherine 
McCormack) and other sur- 
vivors in a cottage strong- 
hold, trying to survive the ini- 
tial outbreak that has turned 
most of the population into 
cannibalistic zombies. 

When the infected break 
in, Don flees, and in a 
moment of cowardice, leaves 
Alice behind, an action that 
will have terrible repercus- 
sions down the road. 

Months later, after the 
infected have starved to 
death, Don is among sur- 
vivors in a fortified area of 
London guarded by U.S.

The Lynnfield Recreation 
Department offers Lynnfield 
residents the opportunity to 
participate in a variety of 
leisure activities.

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Vision development 
It takes a few months for a baby to develop to the & 
point that he or she can focus on Mom or Dad’s face 


One of the more complex sensory systems in the body, vision is 
something that is one of the last things to develop fully in young 
children.When infants are born, they do not have mature visual 
abilities. In fact, in the early days, their hearing ability is much 
more pronounced than their visual ability. Muscle coordination is 
also very immature at this time. That is why many parents notice 
their infant's eyes turning inward or crossing. 

0-3 months: Infants cannot focus very well, but may gradually 
learn to focus in on faces that will become recognizable. They also 
cannot see at extreme distances, so they respond to objects placed 
within a few inches of their faces, no more than a foot away. This 
is fine for nursing or cuddling with their parents. Brightly con- 
trasting colors and patterns can be discerned. 

46 months: Babies can now see a full range of colors. They will 
be able to track movement of objects with their eyes. They may 
also begin reaching for or batting at objects within reach. By this 

the retina is very well developed and babies should be able to 
small objects. 

7 months to 2 years: As every month goes by, a child's vision 
improves and sharpens. By the time of his or her second birthday, 
the child will have near-perfect vision, at 20/60 (20/20 is perfect).

Many people 
feel that the exam- 
ination done by a 
pediatrician at a 
child's well visit 
checkups is ade- 
quate, A_pediatri- 
cian will be able to 
spot minor vision

tain ailments. He or she may refer a child to a specialist if there is 
something wrong beyond the scope of his or her expertise. 

On the other hand, many optometrists and ophthalmologists 
believe that it is in the child's best interest to have vision exams by 
an eye doctor as early as 6 months of age. Checkups should also 
occur at age 3 and before the child enters school. Some eye doctors |} 
offer free exams to babies 6 months and younger. 

Optometrist or Ophthalmologist? 

When making plans to take a child to an eye doctor for an exam- 
ination you may not be sure about the differences between an 
optometrist and an ophthalmologist. It's a common question. 

Optometrists have a minimum of four years training at a school 
of optometry in eye and vision care, diseases of the eye, and larg- 
er health problems that affect the eyes, such as diabetes. Some 
may be able to prescribe certain medications, depending upon 
state. 

Ophthalmologists have a minimum of eight years of medical 
training and are medical doctors who specialize in eyes. They may |( 
have to spend three or more years in a hospital eye-residency pro- | 
gram. Because they are doctors, they can prescribe any and all 
medication. Ophthalmologists also perform eye surgery of all sorts, 
and handle any care of the eyes, as would an optometrist. 

Opticians are not trained to diagnose or treat eye problems. 
They are skilled in making and dispensing lenses and glasses. They 
serve in the same capacity as a pharmacist - filling the "prescrip- 
tion" of the doctor.

Though it is commonly 
known as Lou Gehrig's Disease, 
amyotrophic lateral sclerosis 
(ALS) has also afflicted a host 
of other famous people.
